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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application has been reviewed. Original claims 1-3 are pending. The 
rejections cited are as stated below: 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure does not commence on a separate sheet in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .52(b)(4). A new abstract of the disclosure is required and 
must be presented on a separate sheet, apart from any other text. 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 
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Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1 ) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In particular, the end of claim 3 is missing a period. Based on claims 1 and 2, it 
seems that claim 3 is missing the last limitation which is "instruction for causing the 
system to restrict access to said electronic contract to authorized entities. Appropriate 
correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear; concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as being of undue 
breadth. 

A "single means" claim, i.e. where a means recitation does not appear in 
combination with another recited element or means, is subject to an undue breadth 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. See In re Hyatt, 218 USPQ 195, (CAFC 
1983) and MPEP 2164.08(a). In this particular case, the single means is the processor. 
The system has to have additional structure in order to function as disclosed in 
applicant's specification. 

2164.08(a) Single Means Claim 

A single means claim, i.e., where a means recitation does not appear in 
combination with another recited element of means, is subject to an undue breadth 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. In re Hyatt , 708 F.2d 712, 218 USPQ 
195 (Fed. Cir. 1983) (A single means claim which covered every conceivable means for 
achieving the stated purpose was held nonenabling for the scope of the claim because 
the specification disclosed at most only those means known to the inventor). When 
claims depend on a recited property, a fact situation comparable to Hyatt is possible, 
where the claim covers every conceivable structure (means) for achieving the stated 
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property (result) while the specification discloses at most only those known to the 
inventor. Although the court in Fiers v. Sugano , 984 F.2d 164, 25 USPQ2d 1601 
(Fed. Cir. 1993) did not decide the enablement issue, it did suggest that a claim directed 
to all DNAs that code for a specified polypeptide is analogous to a single means claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lebda et 
al. US Patent No. 6,385,594 B1, (hereinafter "Lebda"). 

Claims 1-3, Lebda discloses an integrated electronic contracting method, system, 
and computer program product for receiving eligible credit application data, generating 
an electronic contract based on said credit application data, and restricting access to 
said electronic contract to authorized entities (figs. 1-12, and column 3, line 1 thru 
column 6, line 60).
